After we passed LoUengen we entered l)ic Vest Fjor* 
dea, wbicU IS the groat b.iy or fjord which scpnrtitea 
the archipelago along the iiiulnlund from the Lufoden 
islands, and bore away to thu west to visit that cele¬ 
brated group. 

These islands lie entirely within the Arctic Circle, 
and constitute a feature of the Norwegian coast which 
reminds one of the Aluctcn islands on our Ala.skan coast, 
although of course less In extent and more than ten dc- 

rees further north. Tliey arc even north of Behring's 

trait, which is below the Arctic Cii'clc. It was only 
by these comparisons that we could really appreciate 
how far north wc were. 

'Tlicsc islands arc projected from the coast about the 
sixty-ninth degree north latitude, and gradually diverge 
from it in a directiou south of west, jutting far out into 
the North Atlantic, the largest and the most easterly 
of which is Hindo, which is only separated from the 
continent by a comparatively narrow strait atSundtorv, 
u snug little hamlet situate on the island. 

This group of islands has the appearance of a great 
peninsula, broad at the base and gradually tapering to 
a point, traversed by innumerable narrow ehaunels 
more abundant towards tbe west, so that the islands 
gradually diminish in size toward the extremity of the 
group. The appareut pcniusula seems to terminate 
with Moskenoe, which Is a long narrow island and ends 
in a bald cup, upon which the angry waves of the At¬ 
lantic have expended their fury for unfold ages, and so 
they may do for as long a time in the future before 
they will beat it down and bury its fragments hciicnth 
their agitated surface. 

Separated from this by Lofodndden Strait leu iiillcs 
broad, is the isolated island of Vosro, upon which 
stands the lisbing hamlet of Sorland. Nearly midway 
in this strait a bui^ nuked rock, which might be fairly 
called an island, lifts itself above the waters, breasting 
the conflicting current caused by the winds and tides. 
Between this rock, and the cape on Moskenoe, is the 
famous Maelstrom, which fertile imaginations have 
clothed with aomauy terrors. Itsgeegrupbical position 
is such as lo expose it to flercu tidal currents, and 
when these are assisted by liigh westerly winds they 
are, no doubt, terrifle. 'liie bultoui of the strait is 


strewn with immense boulders, whieli are so arranged 
ns lo give the current a spiral motion directed towanls 
this isolated rock from the uorlhcrii side, whicli is mm li 
increased in limes of high tides and slorms. wheii It 
whirls (luitc around the islaiid-roek. 'riieii it is ilial it 
becomes really diflicult for bouts and vessels, willioul 
steam power, lo keep clear of the roeks agninsi which 
the wiiywiird currents would du.sh iheiii. 

While thcic ure at limes vast uiiil powerful eddies 
which give objects flouting uiion them a fearful spiral 
motion, llicre is uolhlng like a vortex pnxluced liy a 
subterranean di.schurgc of ihc water, iillhough Hie 
tumbling and tiolling eharacter of the spiral currents 
may submerge, temporarily, objects driflingon Hie siir- 
ftu'e. 

No douhl iu tlic course of time the action of the 
waters has tended to level down the bed roeks, .some of 
whicli wo may presume showed Hiemsolves abo\e Hie ' 
.surface. This may have made the Mailsirom uundi 
more terrific than it is now, and Uidler juslilieil the. 
ancient fables. As it i.s in ordinary limes, ami in fa¬ 
vorable wcallier, the llshermeu do not liesitule to seek | 
for fares lUrougliout these waler.s, whicli, to strangers, 
are suggestive of the most tcrrilic dniigers. Still, out- ' 
side nud twenty miles to the southwest of Veero, is a 
nest of rocky islets, the principle of wliich is Host, iml 
mostly beyond the view of ihc ordinary routc.s of Havel. | 
These are the fartlicst out lo sea of all the Norwegian 
islands, and arc the last laud left on the way from Hie 
Lofodens to Icehiiid, which is fur away lo the soiiHi 
west. Arouuil lhe.se outlying rocks are sakl lo I..' 
favorite fishing-grounds, which the hardy lisliermen 
protilahly visit oven iu Ibe long niglil of w i'uter as well 
us ill llie iierpclual day of siiimiier. The.oe are the 
Iasi sad remnauts of that great rocky barrier which 
geologists tell us, once iu a hold coiiliiiuous aud detiaet 
line preseulcd its hard face to the rough salute of Hie 
sea beyond, and which by the elcmenis and time, ami 
probably terrestrial convul.sions, lias Iieeu broken into 
fragments which now cnusliUite the islands as we see 
them. 

The general charnclerislics of Hie scenery of Hirse 
islnnds corresiiond with that of miieli of the mainland 
coast, though in general it may he said to he liohler, 
and in a given distance more high and snow-clad peaks 
come in view. The highest and roughest appear at Hie 
northeasteru eud of the group, ^^•ll^re from a dislaul 
view they seem to form u coiuiection with the const 
island and the main,hind. On looking liack, when 
crossing the fjord, and twenty miles away, Hie long 
lino of mountain peaks look, like the edge of a saw 
with many of the teeth broken out, growing less prom¬ 
inent toward the southwest end. Tlic interior of Hie 
islands are practically uninbabitaide. They are iiiiuiiil- 
ains gitogetber; many above tbe line of pcr|ietuul snow 
and where tlic topography would udmil of scHlemculs, 
tliey lack Hie soil to invite it, and the eold bleak winds, | 
if not Hie snow itself, forbid setllemenl in Hie in- I 
Icrior. ( 

Along the const there arc some pretty little nooks 
with green gru.ss plats, in which are always found as I 
many llahur-huls us can well be accommodated. I 
These, like olliers already deseribeil, are made of 
flattened logs on poles, painted red and roofed wilh , 
enrth on birch-liurk sliecting. They always looked ' 
cozy and home-like, and suggc.stcd by their appeiiranec, | 
secluded contentment and domestic happiness far 
away from the strifes and turmoil of Hie outer world, 
where limn is ever III wnr willi man in llie inirsuit of 
glittering |iUautums which iimbilion is ever |>resenting, j 
or gripping tor gold which never salislies. Wlio .sli.-ili I 
doubt that here is more real cuntcutment, with fewer i 
cares and anxieties, then in more fiivorulilu hinds, ns I 
wc call them, where artificial wants swallow up tho 
fmils of richer products and lire still uusiilisfled. 'I'lie 
little garden by the hut and the bireli ijiirk flower pots 
ranged by the door or standing in Hie window tell us, 
loo, that there is a certain degree of refinement Hierc, 
which contradict Hie idea of that rough rudeness whieli 
we are ujil to assoeiiite wilh the tisliernian whose diiugh- 


lers :is well as .sons arc strong at llie ore and skillful ill 
the lisliiiig-liiie. 

It Mas easy to umltrslaml Hie pictures ilriMii by 
lho.se familiar Milli llicir inner soi'inl life, of the joyous 
hihirily of tlieir nelglihorhooil gatherings, more usual 
ill Hie Minter seasoa, Mheii Hip young people congre¬ 
gate and pii.ss the time in ihiileiiig and plays, iliveisilieil 
by Hie older people wilh slm ies draM ii from Hie old 
legends iiml iiiylliieal Inulilions wlien giiinls peoplisl 
Hie moimtiiiiis, mermaids and sc.i-serpeuU the Maters.

ll was youi' corrL'Si)C)u(lenl'» good fortune to spend a 
few days, of last weeli, iu Kentucky, to be preacnl at 
tbc meeting of the " Kentucky State Bportsmen’a Asso¬ 
ciation," held at Paris. The writer has not the time to 
notice all the various elements which united to make 
the meeting a gruud success. Old Kentucky" has 
long l)ecn renowned for her thoroughbred stock horses 
and callle, and now her sportsmen, (tlioroughbred too,) 
propose to make their Hlale not less noted for her 
bighlybred dogs 

I’lie Paris Bunch Show of sporting dogs, held on 
June 2nd, brought out some reinarkably fine setters and 
jKiintcrs, but it is not strange, ns the prizes offered 
were most beautiful and appropriate, as well as valua¬ 
ble. 'I'he entries for prizes ^ere not very numerous, 
yet all were such line specimens that it was no small 
honor U) win. It was a “ select parly," and dogs of 
low degree " would have found the company decided¬ 
ly Ua> good for them. 

The decision of the judges .seemed to give general 
salisfaellon; in fact the winners had heen the favorites 
hefore the judging look place. “ Blood will loll 1” and 
it did, for in every class only very highly hred auimnls 
won, all the wiiinerR being either im|>orled, or direct 
deseendauls of imported dogs. 

The prizes for the various classes were the .same; a 
very hiind.some silver goblet, appropriately engraved.

“Priend," Mr. Burges'pure Irish setter bitch, im- 
IHirled last Pehruary by Mr. E. T. Stoddard, of Day- 
ton, <)., winner of the cup in eln.ss 2, is a most beauti¬ 
ful auimal, of the same deep blood red color as ‘‘Uu- 
fus." As both arc perfect specimens of that grand 
dog, the pure rod Irish setter, Mr. Burges naturally ex¬ 
pects their get to be unusually line. "Fricud" will 
visit "Hufus" within the next ten days. 

“Pal,” the winner in class 4, is a grand looking dog, 
a hluek and Ian of beautiful color. Though not in bis 
best form, being tiai fat, he is a fine specimen of tlio 
pure (iordoii seltcr. One of his get run him hard for 
llie Isl, showing that he also gets good ones. 

Mr. J. M. Taylor, the Secretary of the Association, is 
the fortunate possessor of “Blnnclie,” the winner of 
the Isl and cup in class Ti. 8hu is one of the celebrated 
Field Trial Bived, being of tbc same litter as Mr. Bry¬ 
son's “Maud," winner at Memphis last full. She is by 
Dog-whip's “Leicc.sler," out of his “Dart." “Blanche" 
is a beautiful little black, while and tan bitch, with 
the distinct marks of the celebrated breed to which she 
belongs. Though difTcrcnl in style, she is not less 
handsome than Mr. Burges' “Friend,” both being per¬ 
fect specimens of sheif recpeclive breeds, and their 
owners may well fcolprouo of them. 

Mr. Taylor's" Sl.iffotfl,'" winner of the setter puppy 
cup, class (1, i's half-brother to “Blanche,” but in no 
way her equ'il bow. He is yet young, and when mas¬ 
tered may, but w doubt, it,' rival his fair sister. 

“Duke," also owned by Mr. I. M. Taylor, in class 7, 
is a large, tiue-looking dog, of beautiful color, glossy 
black and white. 

“ Belle," winner of the cup in class 8, and also win¬ 
ner of the champion pointer cup, for best pointer ex¬ 
hibited, is owned by Mr. E. F. Stoddard, Dayton, O. 
8he is, as sbe looks, very highly bred. Her sire and 
dam were purcbascu from their breeder, the Marquis 
of Hastings, by the late Thus Bodman, of Cincinnati, 
who imported the brace. “ Belle" la nearly pure 
white, with dark liver-colored ears, is very large and 
beautifully formed. Sbe lotiks like “a goer" and “a 
laster." 8he is now in whelp to Mr. A. C. Waddell’s 
well-known “Phil," winner of lirst at Minnesota iMt 
year, and first chompitfn last week at Watertown, N. Y. 
Mr. Stoddard naturally expects fine stock from this 
cross.

Tbe Conventiuu adopted the following constitution and by* 
lawK: 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. 

This asrtneiation is formed for the pnipoHe of securing tbe en¬ 
actment and enforcement of laws for the protection from iinres' 
sonahle and illegal destruction of game and fleb within tbe State 
of Nebraska, ana to encourage tbe propagation of game, fish, iind 
useful and game birds and game antmole. 

ARTICLE II. 

Tiiis association shall he known os the Nebraska State Sports 
iiian’H Association. 

ARTICLE 111. 

Sec. 1. The oflicers nf the aKeoclalion ehullbe u president, one 
vice presideni for earii Club beloDgiug to the Assoc-iHlIon, and 
choven ouc fmm each of such clubs, a recording secretary, a cor- 
resputiding secivtary, treasurer and an executive committee cuin- 
|K>Hed of the prcKideiit, recording secretary and one member to be 
elected. 

See. 2. The Arst elecilou of otticers shall be held Immedlatety 
upon ihe adoption of thin constitution. The ofttcers then elected 
Mhall hold otnee iiiilll the iiieeling of the annual convention, or 
until their HiicceMSurH are elected aud iinalltted, and thereafter all 
ottirers shall be elected by ballot at each nnuiial convention. 

Sec. 3. It shall he the duty of tbe president to preside at all 
rneetlfiga of ihe ussoclntion, to preserve order, and see that the 
jaws are carried into effect, and sliall appoint all committees not 
elective uiileHs otherwise ordered by a mujfirlly vote of the coii- 
venlioii. 

Sec. 4. It shall he tbe dutv of the vice-preslaeut belonging to 
the senior club to perform all the duties of the president In his 
absence, and in case the oftlce of president shall become vacant 
such vice-president shall succeed to the office. The vice-presi¬ 
dents collectively shall compfise a standing rornmittee on enforce* 
meiit of laws. 

Sec. h. It shall he the duty of the recording secretary to keep 
an neenrnte record of all the proceedings of lue association in u 
proper h(H)k under the direction of the executive coiumitiee, to 
notify clubs of their election to memhership, uiid issue all itoltces 
of meetings, lie sbull deliver to his anccessor all books, papers, 
etc., luiloDglug to his office In his possesaion. 

Sec. A. It Khali be the duty of the corresfKinding secretary lo 
take charge of all cominuiiications, and reply thereto us he may be 
InHlruclea by the association: to preserve aud copy in a hook all 
correspondence. He shall deliver to bis successor ail books, pa¬ 
pers, etc., in bis posacesloii heionglng to the association. 

See. 7. Tlic treasurer shall receive and bold all funds of the as¬ 
sociation : pay tbe same out as he shall be directed by tbe aseocia- 
tioD, or by a majority of Ihe executive committee. He ahail keep 
a correct account of all moneya received and diuburued by him, 
and hie account ehall at all times be open lo tbe inspectiou of any 
officer of association or of any committee aiUhuriaed by tbe as¬ 
sociation. He nhall report at the annual meeting, aud upon the 
eleclioti of his successor he shall deliver to hia successor all funds, 
papers, hooks, and proi>erty in hia possession, belonging to the 
asMiciatloii. 

Sec. 8. Tbe executive commltlee shall provide places of meet¬ 
ing for the convention ; to provide necessary books, statlouery, 
etc., for the officers and members of tbe asBociatlon; to have sit- 
pervisnrv control over tbe secretaries and treasurer iu the discharge 
of their duties; to approve all bills for tbe payment of money by 
the treasurer; lo call special meetings when necessary, of tbe as¬ 
sociation : to act upon all applications for membership from 1oc*al 
clubs, and to do ail tbinga iiecesaary for the acrunipfishment of 
the objects of Ihe association. 

ARTICLE lY. 

Section 1. It shall he tbe duty of the coiumlltee on Ihe enforce¬ 
ment nf laws t4>see that all protective laws are rigidiy enforced in 
their respective connticH, and that all violators thereof are brought 
to T>uiiisnment. 

Sec. 2. All atanding committees and officers sbail make a re¬ 
port of the matters under their charge for tbe preceding term, at 
each annual meeting of the aseoclatlon, and before the election of 
oflicers it held. 

ARTICLE V. 

Section 1. Any organized aporteman't club in the State, may 
become a member of Ihie association In the manner provided for 
in this article. 

Sec. 9. Any such club ehall file a written application wltb the 
aecretary of the asBoclation, duly signed by its president and sec¬ 
retary, and statfiQg tbe name and location of the club, date of ite 
organization, namea of Ite officers, and the nnmber of Us members, 
in good stanaing, ant) also the names of Ite charter meml)ere. Such 
application aball be at once reported by the aecretary to tbe execu¬ 
tive committee of this oasociatlou, wblcb committee shall consider 
and pass upon the application. And If a majority of the commit¬ 
tee Boall decide in favor of tbe admission of such club to mem- 
l>erKbip, the committee shall at once notify sneb ciuh of such 
action and upon the payment by such club of an InUiatlon fee of 
ten dollars, it ahail be admitted to membership: provided, how¬ 
ever, the association does not at its next annual meeting, by a 
majority vote of all the delegates and members, reverse tbe action 
of the executive committee, and in case of such reversal, said 
initiation fee shall be refunded to such club. 

Sec. S. All organized clubs represented by duly appointed del¬ 
egatee in tbe convention adopting this constitution shall become 
members of tbie association upon paying into the treasury an Ini¬ 
tiation fee of ten dollars. 

Sec. 4. The association may elect honorary members. 

Sec. 5. Each club, member of this association, shall pay an¬ 
nually, as dues, ten dollars. All dues shall be paid on the Arst day 
of January iu each year. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Sec. 1. There shall be one regular cooveutloo Id each year for 
tbe election of officers and tbe transaction of geueml business of 
tbe association, which shall be hold at sacb time aud place as tbe 
preceding annual convention may designate. 

Bee. 2. A quorum sbatl consist of not less than one delegate 
from a majority of the clube, members of this association, for tbe 
iransactioD of buslnees, but a less number may meet and adjourn 
to a specified day. 

Sec 3. Tbe conventions of this assoclatioD ebali be composed of 
five delegates from each club, belonging to the association, who 
shall be elected or appointed by the respective clubs, on or about 
the first day of April In each year. 

Sec. 4. Special meetings may be called by a majority of the ex¬ 
ecutive r.ommltlee at any lime; provided, that two weeks' notice 
of such meeting shall be given to tbe respective members of tbe 
association. 

ARTICLE Vll. 

No trapshooting tournaments shall be held under tbe supervision 
of this association. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Sec. 1. This association shall become and continue to be a mem¬ 
ber of the National Sportsman'e Association of the United States. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of tbe executive committee, pre- 


vloue to the annual meetlogs of the national sssoclatloo to ap¬ 
point five delegates to attend said annual meetlogs, who sbull 
niembers in good standinff, of clubs belonging to this association, 
and who shall hold office for tbe length of time, and In Ihe. Tuan 
ner, provided by tbe constllntiou of said national sssocinliou. 

ARTICLE IX. 

This constitution and by-lawK of tills associitllon may in- 
amended or added to at any anuiial meeliug of the usKoclaliuu. 
but shall require a two-tblrds vote of ail tbe deiegates preNeiH hi 
said meeting to adopt the same. 

BYLAWS. 

Tbe order of business shall be: 1st. roll call; 2(1, appoinimoiM 
and report of committee on credentials; 3(1 reading, tne minuti’x 
of the previous meeting; 4th. proposal and ciectUm of new mem¬ 
bers; bth. reports of stending committees, aud officers; 6tb. eU'c- 
tioo and loatallment of officers; 7tb uotlulMhed and mUcellaueMiift 
business; Bth, dlsctusion,essays, etc. 

Sec. 2. No member shall be allowed to iliscuss any questlvm 
without first rising aud addreiMiug tbe president. No memlur 
shall speak more than twice on one question, nor more than ttvo 
minutes at any oue time, except under tbe eighth order of busi¬ 
ness, unless by uuanimous cousent. Every member present shall 
be required to vole on all questions iiuleta be is directly or per- 
soDElfy interested, or bss been excused by tbe vote of a majority 
of tbe members present. Any menilier of this osaocistion who 
ehall behave ungentlemanly, discourteously or uusportemaullke, 
maybe expelled by a majority of the members prefcut. All 
charges against any member or club must be tiibmitted In writing 
aud notice of such charge given the member, Ur club so charged 
who shall be entitled to submit a written defense. 

Report received, and said constitution aud by-laws were read 
and adopted, section by section.

The lisli wliieh affords the most delight, both to the 
epicure and HporUsimiu, of any which are found iu the 
waters of our Stale, i.s I lie iirook trout. Thoir value 
eonsisls in the fact that limy liuunt the shallow moun- 
lain brooks, whu h fould not he unulc to yield any other 
variety ot fish. Their gamey qualities, and Ac nie- 
luiesc|ucuess (If the scenery generally .surrounding llio 
walei-s lu which they arc found, have made tliem eager¬ 
ly .sought after liy those in search ot their beallh or 
pleasure, to sueli a degree, that in waters which once 
1 ''‘‘i*' them, they arc now found with great 

dill cully. The trout is not a fruitful fish, they neither 
I niultqily nor grow rapidly. This species, while they 
' do not excrci.se the care fur their spawn or their young, 
do not yield near the quantity ot eggs that the bass do’ 
A timUtre or full-grown pair of trout will yield from 
eight hundred to tliree thousuud eggs, while a like pair 
of liHss will yield from twenty-five to forty thousand 
eggs. the work of restocking the large number of 
streams Ihruuglioul the C'omnionwcallU, whicli were 
or liavc been the natural haunts of the trout, i.s a work 
of such great maguitude, Lliat wc lio not deem it advis- 
.•ible at Ihia early period of our laliors lo umlertake it. 

e would vceommeud, however, the euaetmenl of such 
laws as will give a greater amouul of piolecliou than 
those now upon our statute books. It is w'ell known 
among those who have given Hie subject any iiileiiiion, 
lllUt lu curly spring Ibc lisli arc aliao^f ravcnou.s from 
luiuger, and lake w ilh avidity any bail whii li in.iv be 
llirowii lo llieiii, so that 1)y per^istl■nL’.y li-liing tlic’mir- 
io\\ mountain .-.trciiiii.-i, it is pos.stlile to ullerlv e.xter- 
mmale them; at this season of the year, loo, I'hev aie 
liiiidly lit for lood; tliey arc weak anil iliiu on iiceoiiDl 
ot their winter starvulion. We would urge, cod.sc- 
qilently. the adoption of such Ipgi.slalion as will eon- 
lii'm the fishing for them to a later and a shorter period 

,V.miiher cause of their decrease, besides that of their 
Iii ing so miieli sought after, is the esialili.slimeni of Ian 
iieries and .saw -mills upon the banks of the slreanis 
wliieh are inhahilcd by Iheni. Tanneries utilize Hie 
Hie moimliiiu slreiiiiis by eonvcrling them into .-leweis 
locally olf their refuse. I,imc iiurl ammouin, wliii h 
are largely used in Ihe process of tunning, arc both vir¬ 
ulent poisons 1.0 the fish. The result i.s Hint wherever 
uiMiii our trout streams a tannery i.s oiii'e established 
Hie fish very rapidly disappear. This deslnietiou i.s 
wanton and uniieecssiiiy, as by making surface pools or 
hy :siukiiig wells in a manner similar lo that wliieh our 
iron miners iibopl in order to get rid of the sulphurous 
mine waler, it is possible for these tanneries to so con- 
duel their operations as lo leave the water of the 
si ream uiion w hose haiik< they arc erected, unpolhiled

()n lliu a,s.siTiibling of the A.ssoeiatiun, Ibis morniug, 

11 was founil that seventeen States were reiiresented by 
full Jelegalions, including a number of eminent scien¬ 
tific men from the East and West. Mr. A. B. Lumber- 
Ion, of Rochester, N. Y., Chainuan of the Committee 
of Nomenclature, presented a very voluminous reimrt, 
a synopsis of which was only read and the complete 
paper ordered printed. 

Gn motion, the following gcullemcn were made a 
Committee on Nomenclature for the coming year: A. 
B. Lamberton, of New York; R. R. Clark, Illinois; T. 
A. Jones, of Ohio; Green Hmith, of Illinois; Dr. E. S. 
Holmes, of Michigan; Judge J. D. Caton, of Illinois. 
A spirited debate then arose on the proposition to 
change the name of the Association to the International 
SiKjrtsmcn’s Association, and to enlarge its scope so as 
to include the Canadian and other British Provinces in 
America. The proposition encountered considerable 
unexpected opixisition, and was finally referred lo the 
Executive Committee. 

Col. L. A. Harris, of Cincinnati, presented a game 
law as a model to be urged for enactment in the various 
States and by Congress, so as to apply to the Tcnilo- 
ries. It was refered lo the Committee on Law.

Preservation of Came. 

There is a general movement among sportsmen and 
all persons who have a correct appreciation of the 
value of field sports, that the time has come when it is 
necessary, not only to make laws for the preservation 
and propagation of game, but also to form associations 
in order to secure the application of such laws as arc 
already in force. It will be seen from another part of 
our columns that the Nebraska sportsmen have met in 
convention and formed a State Associaiiun in order to 
Bccoiiiidish this object. Hitherto there has been too 
much laxity on this subject, arising, evidently, from 
the general feeling that this was a duty which devolved 
on every one in general and no one in particular, and 
as a consequence it has been badly done, or not done 
at all. 

Ih the old country they had their game-keepers almost 
from lime immemorial, and consequently they have, 
j and always will have, a fair supply of game; but a 
regular game-keeper is a personage not much known 
among us, nor is he likely to become much known. 
He is the outgrowth of a monarchial form of govern¬ 
ment, where large lapdcd possessions have been inher¬ 
ited from conquests, and still transferred to one indivd- 
ual on the law of majority. But we are a different 
people and require different institutions to procure for 
us the same kind of enjoyment which they posecss in 
monarchial countries. It is true we have a large 
country over which we can exercise our Nimrod pro¬ 
clivities; but no matter how large the country or how 
numerous the game, apart from some effort of preven¬ 
tion, these creatures which afford us so such healthful 
recreation must yield to the sweeping destruction 
which i.s brought to bear on them on all hands. Wc 
bold that organizations, similar to that which has just 
been established at the convention at Omaha, are as 
much the natural out-growth of our republic as the 
game-keeper is in the old country, and we know that if 
people in earnest determine to preserve the game they 
will do it.. When those associations become more de¬ 
veloped, ns they undoubtedly will, we shall hear no 
more of proposed “ Big Hunts" to scour the country, 
in season aud out of season, of whatever game may fall 
in their way. We heartily congratulate the "Nebraska 
State Association,’’ feeling assured of their successful 
efforts, and that their success will soon give birth to 
other associations of similar organization.

He said there can be in> property In wild aoimulH niiless they can 
be eaiHnn d. The ttsb in a natural stream running through h maira 
farm arc his property after they are ranght. He urged, therefore, 
that the law lH» repealed. It was unjust and oppreshive. Them 
should be a heller and a juHter law upon onr stutnle hooks. He 
Introduced a nfsoluthm to that clTect. 

Dr. Bniwnlow, of Ogdeiiburg. desired as a delegate to call atteii 
tlon to a bill recently passe d which permits a net to be drawn 
across the St. Lawrence River at its throat, which will prevent flsh 
in spawning season friun entering Jjuke Ontario, lie desired the 
aid of the ronventlon to protest against the law, and asked fttrthe 
repeal of the same. 

OAMB LAWS. 

A rosiilutlon was adopted allowing the President to nay a sum 
not exceeding |100 during the ensuing year to assist in the convic¬ 
tion of persons killing game out of season.

Kansas 4<rasshoppers. 

La Cvonb, Kan., June 1. 

To TUB'Editok OF The Field:—I send you by to¬ 
day's mail a lot of grasshoppers, suppose if you have 
not seen auy they will be a curiositjr. To some extent, 
they have eaten up all the gardens in our town, and are 
now loafing around in the suDshine waiting for us to 
plant again, but as they are getting wings very fast we 
think of playing them a game of “freeze-out,'' hoping 
that they may get so hungry that they will leave. Wheat 
and oats have been consicferably damaged. Flax is 
destroyed and corn slightly injured, but time enough 
yet to replant. 

A g;ooa many of the farmers are swearing they intend 

n ing the killing of ((uails and chickens, that 
sstruction of them has caused so much distress of 
grasshoppers. They claim that the chickens and quails 
eat the grasshoppers and chinch bugs. I have examin¬ 
ed the, craws of many a quail and chicken and have 
never yet been able to find a single chinch bug. A 
friend of mine offered an old farmer, five years ago, a 
live dollar bill for every chinch bug he would get out 
of a quail's craw, and he has never paid out a cent that 
way yet. It is a hard matter though to beat this into 
the heads of nelters, trappers and pot hunters', gener¬ 
ally. There has never been a year but that the chickens 
have destroyed more gi'ain in Kansas than the chinch 
bugs, grasshoppers and dry weather combined.
